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MEMBERS OF SCHOOL BOARD, 

IN INTERVIEW, GIVE THREE PLANS 

AH Three Plans Carefully Discussed And Figures Given Relative 

To Each Plan 



On behalf of Our Town, one of tlio 
associate editors interviewed members 
of the School Board to obtain a clear 
idea of their plans tor providing addi 
tional accommodations. They very 
frankly outlined the ideas of the board 
os follows: 

Three plans have been discussed by 
the beard, designated plans Nos. 1, '?. 
and 3. Plan No. 1 provides for the 
erection of a new building on the 
present site, to consist of 8 rooms, and 
well-lighted basement for gymnasium 
purposes. A new heating plant, cap- 
able of adequately heating both oil 
and new building, is included. The 
cost of the building is roughly esti- 
mated at $5000 per room; cost of heat- 
ing plant, with needed repairs and 
changes to old building, $9000. To 
finance this, the following loan is pro- 
posed: 

Cost of building $40,00') 

Heating plant and toilets 9000 

Bonding of present floating in- 
debtedness 0:100 

Total new bond issue $5S.01> 

Plan Xo. 2 was considered to meet 
the wishes of those who think a cen- 
traljocation the proper solution of the 
question. This likewise provides for 
an S-room building and heating plant. 
Centrally located sites of adequate- 
size, as required by law, within two 
blocks of the station on the north 
side, are not plentiful. To seeui'.- 
sufficient ground would require pur- 
chase of lots with improvements there 
om The cost of this plan is estimated 
as follows: 

Cost of building $40,003 

Heating plant 4000 

Cost of lot and removal of 

buildings thereon 20,00') 

Bonding of present floating in- 
debtedness 9000 

To this add cost of new heating 
plant for old building and 
toiifts 70*0 

Total new bond issue $80,000 

Plan No. 3 is considered in defer- 
ence to those who wish a primary 
school located on the south side. This 
plan provides for a fi-room building 
and heating plant. Its cost is esti- 
mated as follows: 

Cost of building $30,000 

Heating plant 3501 

•Cost of lot 10,000 

Bonding of present floating in- 
debtedness 9000 

To this add cost of new heating 

plant for old building 70 10 

Total new bond issue $59,500 

Arguments for nnrt Acninst the Three 
Plans. 

The board favors Plan No. 1 for 
many reasons. A plant centralized at 
one point is in accord with modern 
practice in suburban towns. The cost 
of administration is lower; general 
supervision by the principal is more 
practicable and satisfactory. The cost 
of the plant itself is lower; the loca- 
tion on the hill is the most sanitary 
and o.uiet. There is ample room on 
the present premises. If at some future 
time a playground should be desire'!, 
there is one now held by Mr. A. O. 
Shand. available at cost price to him, 
plus carrying charges. The board is 
supported in its views by the Stat? 
authorities, as fully set forth in last 
week's issue of Our Town. They fully 
investigated existing conditions, con- 
cluding that the proper location is on 
the present site. 

Plan No. 2 is not favored by the 
board because its initial cost is much 
greater, as well as cost of adminislra 
tion and supervision. Another janitor 
at say $900 per annum would be re- 
nuired, and an additional Domestic 
Science teacher, and provision fat 
noonday lunches. It would neces 
sarily be rather close to the railroad, 
and noisy. Play room would be r* 
stricted. unless a very large sum were 
expended for ground; supervision 
would be inconvenient. The children 
would net have the use of the gym- 
nasium at the upDer school. 

Plan No. 3 is objectionable because 
of higher initial cost, and very much 
higher cost of administration. There 
would have to be two sets of low°r 
grade teachers, because those living at 



the extreme northern limits of the 
borough would be in the same condi- 
tion as those now living at the south- 
ern limit, if they had to attend a 
school on the south side. There would 
not only be an additional janitor, out 
say aix additional teachers at $730 
each, or $4500 per annum. 

In considering the three bond issues 
described abov.e, the reader must bear 
in mind that in each case, $9000 
represents old indebtedness, on which 
'he borough is now paying interest. In 
other words, the additional or new 
part of the proposed issue is ?49,u ft 
for Plan No. 1, $71,000 for Plan No. 
2, and $50,500 for Plan No. 3. 

What tlic Hoard Wopos?s "To Do. 

The board will very soon send out 
io each household in Narberth a num- 
ber of blank ballots, with a stamped, 
addressed return envelope. Every 
adult resident of Narberth is asked to 
indicate on his prepared ball'.t 
whether he or she favors Plans 1, 2 
or 3. No ballot will be considered 
which is not signed, or on which the 
residence is not stated. All ballots 
must be marked and mailed to tlio 
hoard not later than May 15; other- 
wise they will not be counted. Tilt 
board will then apply for a loan for a 
new building located in accordance 
with the wishes of the majority.

It was 
pioposed to make this plan still more 
effective by co-operating with Coun- 
cils and the borough officials in every 
way to bring about a realization oi 
the plans suggested for the betterment 
of their respective districts by the 
Erectors. The President, Mr. A. 2. 
Loos, and Mr. Fletcher W. Stites wii' 
see that any such suggestions and 
[dans are brought to the attention o! 
the proper authorities. Each district 
supervisor who has any matter need- 
ing attention, will report at once 
cither to Mr. Loos, Mr. Stites or the 
secretary. This plan will have the 
great advantage of obtaining immc 
diate action on the matter. It is not 
Ibe intent of the directors of the Civic 
Association that matters pertaining to 
the welfare of the community should 
by discur-sed in any way from a mere 
lv critical standpoint, nor do they wish 
Jin any way to interfere with or hinder 
!the work of the borough officials, but 
| rather, the purpose is to initiate and 
formulate plans for the betterment of 
Narberth and to co-operate with the 
f.onstituted authorities in carrying 
uch plans to a completion. 

There is printed at the end of this 
article, a list of districts and the 
names of the officers and directors aj- 
slgned to them. 

Fire Company Complimented. 

A motion was made and unanimous- 
ly approved that the Narberth Fire 
Company be complimented for their 
plan to collect the waste paper in the 
borough to be sold for the benefit of 
lie Mre company. The co-operation oi 
die directors of the Civic Association 
v as extended in making this good 
ivork a success. 

Mrs. Lester W. Nickerson and Mr. 
A. E. Wohlert were appointed a com- 
mittee to look into a proposed plan 
to offer prizes for the best gardens in 
the town. It is possible that the plar 
may be tried out on a small scalu. 
using some section of the borough fo" 
the experiment. Watch out for the 
announcement of prizes. 

Following the action of the Lower 
Merion Township Commissioners who 
bet aside several days as Clean-up 
Days in the township, the Civic Asso- 
ciation will petition Council to ar- 
ir,nge for a similar day in Narberth. 

The Lower Merion Township Com- 
missioners removed all rubbish, ashes, 
tin cans, broken glass, etc., which 
were placed in the proper receptacles 
li: front of bouses, before 7 A. M. on 
the day appointed. The previous Clean- 
up Days in our town have been con- 
ducted by members of the Civic Asso- 
ciation who deserve much credit for 
their good work. The borough teams 
and workmen were used in this work 
i:id now that the plan has proved suc- 
cessful. It should not be a difficult mai- 
ler for the borough to do its own 
cleaning up. Let's all co-operate. 
Everyone is willing, we feel sure.

We publish this week a very clear 
exposition of the plans of the Nar- 
berth School Board, as outlined by 
the directors, and commend the 
board for its full and frank statement, 
and absolute willingness to abide by 
the decision of the majority. We hope 
the school authorities will be met in 
the same spirit of frankness and con- 
fidence, and that our residents will 
avail themselves of this opportunity 
to make a choice of location. The ar- 
guments are clearly presented, the 
figures speak for themselves, and it 
is now the duty of those interested to 
express their wishes. 

The board is asking nothing unrea- 
sonable in requesting this informal 
ballot. They cannot file an applica- 
tion for permission to submit a loan 
bill at a regular election, unless the 
location and cost of the proposed im- 
provements are specifically stated. 
Hence they ask a clear and unmistak- 
able expression of opinion, such as 
can only be obtained in the manner 
chosen by them. A public meeting 
would not be attended by more than 
one-third or one-half of those inter- 
ested. By their plan, every one may 
vote without trouble or inconvenience. 
And they must have such an expres- 
sion by the people, because if they 
were to g,o ahead and supply for a 
loan based on the choice of any one of 
the three plans, the chances are that 
it would again be defeated, whereas if 
they apply for the loan chosen by a 
decided majority in this tert ballot 
it will surely receive a majoriiv at the 
regular election. 



To the Editor of Our Town: 

Permit me through your valuable 
paper to call attention to the mos- 
oiiito breeding pile of ashes and rub- 
bish accumulating in the rear ot the 
fire house, which is a menace to the 
health of the people residing in the 
immediate vicinity. Councils should 
be well aware of the fact of these un 
sanitary conditions existing, as they 
nic-et within a few feet of the pile, an.i 
as for the Civic Club they can see r 
from the window of the room in 
which they meet. As the Civic Club 
stands for the abolition of all such 
nuisances, especially waging a cam- 
paign for the extermination of the 
mosquito, would it not be a good idea 
for them to start near home? They 
have done good work in other years, 
having had a clean-up week last year 
which was a great boon to the resi- 
dents of Narberth. Why not have an- 
other this year? 

Hoping that the Civic Club will

To the Editor of Our Town: 

No doubt nearly everyone in the 
borough read with interest the report 
of the State Board of Education an.l 
the remarks of Mr. Loos in connection 
therewith. 

But it is not reasonable to suppose 

that this letter has changed the 

opinion of so many of our citizens who 

desire a centrally located school. 

After several months' delay the State 



Board reports that it does not wisn 
to obtruae its opinion, but that it sent 
aown two experienced men to study 
tee situation and they differed in their 
views — while they favor consolidation 
for administrative purposes they be- 
lieve that a central location is funda- 
mental, a factor of equal if not «»£ 
greater importance than any other 
consideration. However, as we al- 
ready have a school site at one edge 
ot the borough with sufficient room '.o 
erect another building probably we 
.vould better defer the cost of buying 
a central site for three or four years, 
and if necessary furnish transporta- 
tion for those children who are too 
far from this location. 

Verily the mountain hath labored 
and brought forth a mouse! The 
iiuestion then is shall we have a cen 
tial school for the elementary grades 
now, or put it off for three or four 
years when we will no doubt pay more 
fcr the site, and in the mean time put 
up another building on the hill wher-2 
it should not be needed if we had a 
central building, and pay consideraole 
sums for transportation in order to 
preserve for a little while administra- 
tive convenience and the benefits of 
consolidation? 

They believe in consolidation ol 
units, but many thoughtful parents ai e 
very strongly in favor of having their 
y.-ung children separated entirely 
from the older ones. Large play- 
grounds are not necessary for them at 
school times. We require them to re- 
turn home immediately after school. 
Where are our Primary and Grammar 
Schools being consolidated with our 
High Schools? In this township 
schools are miles apart and satisfac- 
torily conducted. 

Then why not have a central school 
for elementary grades and the present 
plans for the High School? The citi- 
zens of Narberth are not trying to 
save a few dollars at the expense of 
their children's education. I have yet 
to hear the first complaint about the 
increased tax rate last year though 
it was not known why it was neces- 
sary. If transportation should be 
furnished, how determine who is en- 
titled to it at the expense of all the 
tax payers? 

Where draw an arbitrary line? Some 
parts of the north side are further 
from the school than some sections 
of the south side. It is said that the 
narth side is growing faster than the 
south. There may be more than one 
reason, hut it is certain that many 
people locate there to be near the 
school, and some refuse to buy on the 
south side because it is too far from 
the school. It is suggested that later 
n. school house might be built near th? 
opposite end of the borough. 

No one has asked for a school on 
the south side, but it might be sug 
gested if we believe, what we have 
so often been told, that this long walk 
io of such great benefit to the health 
ot the children that we might hav<! 
a new South Side School to be at- 
tended only by children from the 
northern limits of the borough who 
are presumably suffering from lack of 
exercise.
